UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE. 
From “ Considerations on Representative Government,” by John Stuart Mill. 
POLITICAL LIFE IN AMERICA, 

Almost all travellers are struck by the fact that every American ia, in 
some sense, both a patriot and a person of cultivated intelligence; and 
M. de Tocqueville has shown how close the connection is between these 
qualities and their demvcratic institutions. No such wide diffusion of 
the ideas, tastes, and sentiments of educated minds has ever been seen 
| elsewhere, or even conceived of as atiainable. Yet this is nothing to 
what we might look for in a government equally democratic in its «x- 
clusiveness, but better organized in other important points. For political 
life is indeed in America a most valuable school, but it is a school froin 
which the ablest teachers are excluded; the first minds in the country 
being as effectually shut out from the national representation, and from 
public functions generally, as if they were under a formal disqualifica- 
tion. The Demos, too, being in America the one source of power, all 
the selfish ambition of the country gravitates towards it as it does in, 
despotic countries towards the monarch; the people, like the despot, is 
pursued with adulation und sycophancy, and the corrupting effects of 
power fully keep pace with its improving and ennobling influence. 





EFFECT OF POLITICAL DISCUSSION, 
If, even with this alloy, democratic institutions produce so marked a 
superiority of mental development in the lowest class of Americans, com- 
pared with the corresponding classes in England and elsewhere, what 
would it be if the good portion of the intiaence could be retained with- 
out the bad? And this to a certain extent may be done; but not oY 
excluding that portion of the people who have fewest intellectual stimuli 
_ of other kinds from so inestimable an introduction to large, distant, and 
complicated interests as is afforded by the attention they may be in- 
danced to bestow upon political affairs. It is by political discussion that 
| the manual laborer, whose employment is a routine, and whose way of 
life brings him in contact with no variety of impressions, circumstances, 
or ideas, is taught that remote causes and events which take place far 
off have the most sensible effect even on his personal interests; and it 
is from political discussions and collective political action, that one whose 
daily occupation concentrates his interests in a small circle round him- 
self, learns to feel for and with his fellow citizens, and becomes con- 
sciously a member of a great community. 


THE DEPRIVATION OF SUFFRAGE. 

But political discussions fly over the heads of those who have no 
votes, and are not endeavoring to acquire them. Their position, in 
comparison with the electors, is that of the audience in a court of justice 
compared with the twelve men in the jurybox. It is not their suffrages 
that are asked, it is not their opinion that is sought to be influenced ; 
| the appeals are made, the arguinents are addressed to others than them ; 
nothing depends on the decision they may arrive at, and there is no ne- 
cessity, and very little inducement to them to come to any, Whoever 
in an otherwise popular government das no vote, and no prospect of ob- 
taining it, will either be a permanent malcontent, or will feel as one 
whom the general affairs of society do not concern; for whom they are 
to be managed by others; who “has no business with the laws except 
to obey them,” nor with public interests and concerns except as a 
looker-on. What he will know or care about them from this position, 
may partly be measured by what an average woman of the middle class 
knows and cares about politics, compared with her husband or brothers. 


NO PARIAHS, . 

Independently of all these considerations, it is a personal injustice to 
withhold from any one, unless for the prevention of greater evils, the 
ordinary privilege of having his voice reckoned in the disposal of affairs 
in which he has the same interest as other people. If he is compelled 
to pay—if he may be compelled to fight—if he is required implicitly to 
obey, he should be legally entitled to be told what for: to have bis con- 
sent asked and his opinion counted at its worth, though not at more than 
its worth. There ought to be no pariahs in a full-grown and civilized 
nation; no persons disqualified except through their own default. Every 
one is degraded, whether aware of it or not, when other people, withoyt 
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consulting him, take upon themselves unlimited power to regulate his 
destiny. And even in « much more improved state than the human 
mind has ever yet reached, it is not in nature that they who are thus 
disposed of should meet with as fair play as those who have a voice. 
Rulers and ruling classes are under a necessity of considering the inter- 
ests and wishes of those who have the suffrage; but of those who are 
excluded, it is in their option whether they will do so or not; and, how- 
ever honestly disposed, they are in general too fully occupied with things 
which they must attend to, to have much room in their thoughts for 
any thing which they can with impunity disregard. No arrangement of 
the suffrage, therefore, can be permanently satisfactory in which any 
electoral privilege is not open to all persons of full age who desire to 
obtain it. 


Biterary Intelligence. 








From the London Publishers’ Circular, May 15. 

Any of our readers who have a file of the Publishers’ Circular at hand 
may satisfy themselves that the last few months have been far from being 
behind the average of the same period in previous years, either in the num- 
ber or in the importance of the books produced. That this should be suc- 
ceeded by a temporary lull is not to be wondered at. In or out of season, 
however, publishers have at least the consolation—not enjoyed by every 
trade—of knowing that the demand for their products must always go on 
increasing. Reading, we may safely assume, will not go out of fashion, at 
least in our.time. Meanwhile our list is not without some first-rate works, 
among which is Mr. du Chaillu’s African Adventures and Explorations, the 
interest in which promises even to increase. The gorilla and the nest-build- 
ing ape have superseded the weather as a familiar topic, and whether Mr. du 
Chaiilu is or is not a great shot, is a question which bids fair to divide the 
idle world into hostile parties.

Art, we have Messrs. E. J. Lowe and W. How- 
ard’s handsome volume on the Beautiful Leaved Plants in Cultivation in this 
Country, with an extended catalogue and sixty colored illustrations ; The 
Popular Education of France, with Notices of that of Holland and Switzer- 
land, by Mr. Matthew Arnold; aSeventh Volume of the English Cyclopedia, 
condueted by Charles Knight, comprising Arts and Sciences ; Philosophy, or 
the Science of Truth, a Treatise on First Principles, Mental, Physical, and 
Verbal, by James Haig; and The Theory and Practice of Shipbuilding, by 
Andrew Murray, including Steam Ships, by Robert Murray, etc., 4to.

M. MacBrair, an interesting volume compiled from the Accounts of African 
Travellers from the time of Mungo Park to the present day, full of illustra- 
tions ; Mr. Du Chaillu’s long-expected and much-talked-about Explorations 
and Adventures in Equatorial Africa, with its marvellous stories of the ter- 
rible Gorilla ape, and the cannibal Fan tribe—the work contains a map and 
eighty illustrations; Mr. J. W. B. Money’s Java, or How to Manage a Colony, 
which gives some important hints upon the dificult question of how to deal 
with our Indian essions; Mr. Sewell’s Ordeal of Free Labor in the West 
Indies, a work of interest to those who are curious on the subject of Negro 
freedom ; Sir J. Herschel’s Treatise on Physical Geography, from the Ency- 
clopedia Britannica; a little book on Kentish Localities, entitled Round 
About Kits Coty House; and The Massacres in Syria, by Mr. J. Lewis Farley,

Hanrer & Brotuers have recently published “ Silas Marner, the Weaver 
of Raveloe,” by George Eliot, author of “ Adam Bede,” “The Mill on the 
Floss,” and ‘* Scenes of Clerical Life.” Also, “ Zrumps: a Novel,” by George 
Wm. Curtis, author of “ Nile Notes of a Howadji,” “The Howadji in Syria,” 
“The Potiphar Papers,” “Prue and I,” ete. It contains a number of illus- 
trations by Augustus Hoppin. 


Brown & Taccarp have got out Vol. I. of “ The Works of Francis Bacon, 
Baron of Verulam, Viscount St. Albans, and Lord High Chancellor of Eng- 
land,” collected and edited by James Spedding, M. A., of Trinity College, 
Cambridge; and Douglas Denon Heath, Barrister-at-Law, late Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge. This, although the first vol. of the full edition, 
is the sixth in order of publication ; the five from XI. to XV., containing the 
Literary and Professional Works, having been already issued. The present 
vol. contains a Life of Bacon, by William Rawley, D. D., a general preface to 
the Philosophical Works, by Robert Leslie Ellis, and a Preface to the ** Novum 
Organum,” by the same writer; and then follows the great work of the phi- 
losopher. The volume is beautifully got up, excellently printed by Houghton, 
of the “Cambridge Press,” and is embellished by an elegant steel portrait of 
Bacon, and a fac-simile of an illustrated title, 1620, to the “ Jnstauratio 
Magna.” 

Kine & Barren favor us with a copy of “ The Zouave Drill Book: French 
Bayonet Exercise and Skirmisher’s Drill, as used by Col. El/sworth’s Zouaves, 
with over thirty Illustrations ; Hints for the Soldier when in Battle: to which is 


| added a Portrait and Biography of the late Col. Elmer E. Ellsworth.” 


Tue Mercannice Lrprary Assoctation of the City of New York have issued 
their ‘“ Fortieth Annual Report.” The report exhibits a very gratifying con- 
dition of affairs. 


D. AppLeton & Co. have got out the ‘ Volunteers’ Camp and Field Book : 
containing Useful and General Information on the Art and Science of War, for 
the Leisure Moments of the Soldier,” by John P. Curry, whose Introduction we 
extract: “The following pages, devoted to the art and science of war in 
camp and field, were written more for private instruction for the use of the 
members of several of the volunteer regiments now preparing for active ser- 
vice, than with any view at the outset for general publicity and circulation. 
The object of the writer was to give such hints and suggestions from his own 
experience in campaigning and camping out, as would contribute to the stock 
of information of those immediately under the command of friends who have 
had but little time to devote to the acquisition of military knowledge, and few 
opportunities for practice on the subjects of which it treats. In so doing, he 
has endeavored to furnish the inexperienced volunteer, officer as well as pri- 
vate, with a concise yet comprehensive handbook on every matter of interest 
connected with the employment of troops, in camp or on the field of action, 
whether in offensive or defensive operations; and such hints and suggestions 
that might not readily oceur to them for alleviating much of the hardships 
and risks incidental to the profession of arms. Among the subjects touched 
upon in this little volume, will be found usefal remarks on field fortifications, 
instructions on artillery practice and heavy ordnance, descriptive summary 
of explosive substances, cavalry movements, skirmishers and skirmishing, de- 
ployments, reconnoissances, —— surprises, and method of attack and de- 
fence. There will also be found ample suggestions on the art of firing at long 
and short range, protecting the body under close fire, cross-firing. details of 
duty, storming parties, order of battles, strategic movements and night attacks, 
manner of constructing rifle-pits and temporary barricades, together-with an 
illustration of facing, marching, and wheeling movements, proper formation of 
the company and regiment, and the elementary principles of the manual of 
arms; to which are added, the order of encampments and a most useful com- 
pendium of camp-cooking, making earth-ovens, and the treatment of wounds, 
poison, ete., ete.’ Also, “ Zhe Causes of the American Civil War,” by John 
Lothrop Motley, LL. D., D. C. L., author of “ History of the United Nether- 
lands,” “History of the Dutch Republic.”

A. S. Barnes & Burr publish a “ School History of England,” by A. B. 
Berard, author of ‘‘School History of the United States.” The author ob- 
serves in the Preface: ‘* The design of the volume now offered to the kindly 
consideration of parents and teachers is, to combine a history of the social life 
of the English peop!e, with that of the civil and military transactions of the 
realm. A nation’s religion, literature, science, art, and commerce, are cer- 
tainly as important topics in the consideration of its history, as those con- 
nected with military operations and civil government. It is hoped, therefore, 
that the attention given to both these departments may win for the accom- 
panying volume a place among the useful books written for the instruction of 
the young. A visit to England during the preparation of the volume, gave 
at least such increased interest in the subject of the work, as may add to its 
value, especially in the eyes of those who prize a book written con amore. In 
the brief account of the war in the Crimea, I would acknowledge most grate- 
fully the assistance of a distinguished officer of engineers, whose information, 
gained by personal observation of the military operations in that country, is 
of peculiar value.” 


Beapie & Co. issue “ The Military Hand-book and Soldier’s Manual of In- 
formation ; including the Official Articles of War,” ete., by Louis Le Grand; 
‘M. D. The author says: “ We have sought, in the preparation of this work, 
to supply a want painfully felt by officers as well as soldiers, of a Hand and 
Text-book for the Soldier; embracing, besides the usual instruction upon the 
routine and duties of service-life, all the information in regard to Food and its 
varied preparation—Health, and how to retain it—special directions for spe- 
cial emergencies, ete., ete. Such a manual has not been, singularly enough, 
yet produced ; and, in essaying the task of supplying the want, we have 
studied to leave nothing unsaid which could prove useful and necessary to 
the instruction and comfort of the soldier.” Also, ‘ The Life and Military 
and Civic Services of Lieut.-Gen. Winfield Scott,” by O. J. Victor, author of 
Lives of “ Garibaldi,” *‘ Anthony Wayne,” ete. The latter work is got up in 
two styles, one in cloth, the other in paper. 


H. B. Price publishes ‘* Soldier Health,” by Dr. W. W. Hall, editor of 
“ Hall’s Journal of Health,” and various medical books. We copy the Preface : 
“The British lost twenty thousand and eight hundred men in the Crimean 
War; of these, five thousand perished in battle ; the remainder, fifteen 
thousand and eight hundred, died from disease. During the first seven 
months, there died from sickness alone at the rate of six hundred men out of 
each thousand a year; but by greater attention to health, the rate for the 
last five months was less than twenty out of each thousand. A sick soldier 
is not only useless himself, but encumbers the army to the extent of another 
man ; hence, one sick man is a clear loss of two men to his country. A true 
and wise patriotism, then, requires of each soldier to study how to preserve 
his health. To aid him in doing this, these pages have been written.”
